The lectern inside a confer- 
ence room at an East Lansing 
hotel sat empty, waiting for a 
Michigan State University stu- 
dent to tell the world her alle- 
gations of being raped and 
how MSU had fallen shortinits Kowalski 
investigation. 

A lawyer would soon sit at a 
long white table next to the lectern to explain 
the student’s federal lawsuit against MSU. 

Facing the lectern and the table, chairs sat 
empty, soon to be filled by members of the 
media who would broadcast the student’s 
words to the world. 

That was the scene earlier this month as 
Bailey Kowalski talked about her trauma and 
lawsuit, and asserted that MSU’s counseling 
center told her not to tell police about her as- 
sault by basketball players.

General Motors CEO Mary 
Barra took home slightly less in 
2018 than the previous year, 
but remains one of the 20 high- 
est-paid CEOs in America. 

For 2018, Barra’s total com- 
pensation was $21.87 million Barra 
— about 281 times as much as 
GM’s median employee’s com- 
pensation of $77,849, according to figures the 
company released Thursday. In 2017, Barra 
was compensated $21.96 million. 

Barra’s total compensation, which in- 
cludes stock awards and pension payments,

WASHINGTON - Members of President Donald Trump’s campaign showed interest in benefiting from Russian gov- 
ernment efforts to sway the 2016 presidential election in his favor, but investigators did not find evidence that their 
conduct amounted to a crime, special counsel Robert Mueller said in a long-awaited report revealed Thursday. 

The investigation that shadowed Trump’s presidency for two years produced a trove of new details that described a 
president and his associates on the cusp of violating the law in their attempts to benefit from the Kremlin’s activities and 
in trying to thwart the inquiries that followed. And in dramatic and profane language, the report showed Trump believed 
the probe would end his presidency. 

Investigators found that some of Trump’s aides engaged in contacts with people linked to the Russian regime even as
